lt you are not at all interested in the bankers' 


participation in this New World Order and are desperate 
for information on other aspects which might be more 
secretive but not slimier, this article is not for you. 
Bankers, even when they are saying black is white and 
white is black, are still in the public view and always 
wear fancy clothes to cover their scales. This will be the 
last section on bankers in our history of the New World 
Order for at least six months. 


As we have noted in Part 5, the dynastic "bankers" in 
Europe had established their monopoly controls over 
money and property by setting up central banks like the 
Bank of England as a privately controlled institution, 
which had the appearance of an official government 
institution but was not. It's like the Australian four-in-one 
bank giving the idea that they are separate when in fact 
they are one clearing house, one giant monopoly. 
These privately owned central banks were set up in 
every European country and the families had inter- 
married or bought themselves into the American 
banking families. They were : 
desperate to gain the same financial 
control as they had in Europe and in 
the early years of this century the 
United States was the most 
prosperous country in the world. 
The new system could not be called 
a "central bank”, as the people didn't 
want one, and the first attempt to 
install it had failed under the Aldrich 
Bill (Aldrich and the Republican 
Party were too closely associated 
with the Wall Street bankers). 


The 1912 presidential elections 
were approaching. The bankers 
decided to get a Bill presented by 
the other side, the Democrats. At this point they were 
not in the majority so the bankers had to organise. At 
first it looked impossible because President William 
Howard Taft was certain to gain re-election for the 
Republicans. 

Two J.P.Morgan agents, Frank Munsey and George 
Perkins, moved in behind ex-Republican President 
Teddy Roosevelt, running under the banner of the 
Progressive party. This split the Republican party vote 
and destroyed Taft's chances of victory. 


Perkins and Munsey were the Progressive party. They 
supplied all the money, helped write the speeches and 
brought in manpower from Wall Street. 


The Democrat candidate was Woodrow Wilson, and he

was financially backed by Cleveland H. Dodge of the 
Rockefeller National City Bank and the banking 
dynasties, but not openly. Both Teddy Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson were on different trains whistle- 
stopping the country trying to out-do each other in fiery 
tirades against the big bankers (who were financing 
both their campaigns). Meanwhile Taft was going 
nowhere. 


Even Morgan's men, who were backing Teddy 
Roosevelt, had money backing Wilson. The idea was 
to give enough money to Roosevelt to enable him to 
Split the Republicans and give enough money to 
Wilson so that he could beat them both. At the same 
time they were funding another organisation called the 
National Citizens League for the promotion of a sound 
banking system. The League was situated in Chicago 
and under the influence of the Rockefeller financed 
University of Chicago where J. Lawrence Laughlin and 
his former student H. Parker Willis re-wrote the Aldrich 
Bill. To keep the public from thinking that the Federal 
Reserve would be 
controlled from 
NewYork there 
was a system of 
twelve regional 
banks. But given 
the enormous 
concentration of 
money and credit 
in New York, the 
Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York 
would control the 
system. This 
makes the 
regionalisation 
just a ruse as is 
shown in the Australian scene today. 


To make sure that Woodrow Wilson would pay back 
when the election result was achieved, the bankers 
surrounded him with their agent/advisers. One of these 
men, the most significant mover and shaker for Wilson 
was Colonel Edward Mandell House, the British- 
educated son of a banker. The "Colonel" was only a 
nickname. He had never served in the military, he is 
regarded by many historians as the real President 
behind Woodrow Wilson after his election of 1912. In 
his book "The Intimate papers of Colonel House”, 
Professor Charles Seymour refers to the Colonel as 
"the unseen guardian angel of the Federal Reserve 
Act". He didn't mention that he was also the guardian 


; : + oe Sc) a 
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angel of the Federal Income Tax Bill. 


Yes, up until that time the USA had no centralised 
banking, no income tax and no national debt. In fact, 
personal and small business debt was infinitesimal in 
comparison with today's $64,000 per family, annual tax 
burdens that make a middie-ages peasant seem

wealthy and the US national debt at six trillion dollars. 
Colonel House wrote a book and had it published in 
1912 - Philip Dru Administrator: a Story of Tomorrow. 
This book showed a remarkable insight into the mind 
of Colonel House as he forecasted the Great War and 
the dissolution of the monarchies of the old order to 
clear the decks for the New World Government. He 
planned a Marxist/Socialist economic system, a one 
world army and a world dictator served by a council of 
twelve faithful men. 


During the lead up to the introduction of the Federal 
Reserve Bill the banking institutions opposed it. They 
said that it was populisiic, socialistic, half-baked, 
destructive, infantile, badly conceived and 
unworkable. This deceived the public even more. On 
22nd December 1913, the Federal Reserve Act was 
passed by the House of Representatives by a vote 
of 298 to 60. One wonders how much interest has 
been paid by the US government to world bankers 
since, as when they owe trillions, the yearly interest 
bill to the bankers must be immense. 


Who owns the Federal Reserve? 


The Federal Reserve Act was hailed, and still is, as 
a victory of democracy over the money barons - and 
yet the whole central banking concept was 
engineered by them. This idea should have been 
destroyed when Paul Warburg was appointed to the 
first Federal Reserve Board by Colonel House. What a 
public spirited man! He gave up $500,000 a year as a

partner in the Kuhn and Loeb Bank to take a $12,000 
a year job with the board. Another one of the Jekyl 
Island conspirators was appointed chairman of the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank, Benjamin Strong of 
the Morgan Empire. Since its inception the Reserve, 
or the "Fed", has never had an audit. Of the original 
203,053 shares in the New York Federal Reserve, 
Rockefeller's National City Bank took 30,000 shares, 
Morgan's First National Bank took 15,000 shares, 
Rockefeller's Chase National took 6,000 shares, 
Morgan Guaranty Trust took 21,000 shares. 


Each one of the twelve regional banks owns the stock 

of the Federal Reserve and they receive a dividend of 
six percent each year. Any profits above that are 
supposed to be returned to the US Treasury but | 
cannot find any records of any payments. 


The President appoints the seven members of the 
board for fourteen year terms but the only people who 
know anything about banking are the bankers, arid 
once they are appointed they are completely 
independent. The "Fed" controls interest rates and the 
money supply and can cause boom or bust at whim. 
The bankers won and have reaped the profit; the 
people lost again and have suffered untold tragedies 
ever since. The Federal Reserve system is a flagrant 
case of the government conferring a special privilege 
upon bankers. The government hands to the banks the 
country's credit at virtually no cost to the banks, to be 
loaned out by the bankers for their own private profit. 
Still worse however, is the fact that it gives the bankers 
practically complete control of the amount of money 
that is in circulation. Not one dollar of these Federal 
Reserve notes gets into circulation witnout being 
borrowed and without someone paying interest to 
some bank to keep it circulating. Our present 
Australian money system is a debt money system. 
Before a dollar can circulate a debt must be created. 


By manipulating the electoral system with money they 

got the deal of the century. They purchased the tool 
that enabled them to steal 
the United States. Like most 
countries the banks own the 
pavement you walk on, the 
bus, the car, your house, 
your business, the 
newspaper, the TV stations, 
and ultimately the 
government. No one is safe 
from them - not even the 
Packers or Murdochs. 


To illustrate the raw power 
that the central banks can 
display, this quote is from a congressional hearing on 
April 14th, 1932. One very reliable witness is reported 
to have testified that he went to Mr Williams in 
February of 1920 and asked Mr. Williams when the 


van 
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Federal Reserve Board was 
going to start to deflate. Mr. 
Williams, with tears in his eyes, 
said they were going to begin on 
May 18. Mr. Williams is alleged 
to have told the Federal 
Reserve Board, "You will bust a 
great many country banks”, and 
he was answered, "It don't make 
a damn bit of difference, there 
are too many of them already."

Mexican stand-off conditions but, as soon as the media 
got a little bored with it and had other fresh news to run, 
and the unity of the farmers was beginning to crack (all 
being individualists), the army sent a hit team in. They 
were from the other side of the country and had been 
kept under a news blackout in their training base, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest radio or TV. They 
were then flown in direct by helicopter to a rendezvous 
point with only a few miles to march before penetrating 
the secessionists’ perimeter.

The farmer then moves back into the area onto a 
friendly neighbour's property that adjoins the one he 
lost. This friend must be one of those special friends 
who can keep a secret, as his assistance is REVESEANY: 
Keeping a secretisinhisinterestashe \» \.. 
will obviously be an accessory. The —~ ~\_! 
dispossessed farmer must have no 
contact with the new residents except 
what is in his plan, and must not 
discuss his plan with anyone that does 
not need to know. 


His first job is to make a lead time | 
chart which fits his cohesive efforts into 
an organised plan. He must find a } 
hiding place for this plan and his 
specialised equipment in a convenient 
place, but not close to his living 
quarters. At this time he might have to 
travel around to acquire some of the 








specialised equipment or knowledge on explosives 
(which most farmers have an idea about any way), or 
making a voice modulator - a piece of modelling plastic 
shaped to fit the roof of your mouth. With this, 
combined with some disguised accents, he can use to 
tape and then replay in a public call box to the police 
or any authorities who might be taping their incoming 
Calls. 


In this fighting technique the materiel losses the 
enemy sustain are only a small part of the effect. The 
major objective is to instill fear and psychological 
stress. The creation of anxiety - what's the Apathralian 
going to do next? - the uncertainty before his next 
disaster is the strategy the dispossessed farmer must 
play on. Some of the stunts may misfire, but if he thinks 
quickly he can get value anyway. 


This is why it's important to make a lead up chart so 
that your plans do not conflict with one another. It's no 
good advertising him in a dating magazine for a million 
late night phone calls if one has organised to have his 
phone disconnected or transferred. The next move is 
to find out as much information about the new occupier 
as possible. What sort of cars does he drive? What sort 
of credit cards do they use? What sort of dogs do they 
have? What are their interests? What do they value? 
What do they hate, and more importantly, what do they 
fear most? 


The farmer has to use the multiplier effect as much 
as possible. Instead of you ringing up and annoying 
them at all times of the night, the classified "Wanted 
to Buy" is a good one to start with. Like: Wanted - 
second hand fridges, washing machines and 
photocopiers, to buy, any condition, good prices paid 
cash, phone after 10 p.m. Shift worker." Do not worry 
about how many words to the ad, as he will have the 
account sent to the new 
occupier. Send him ready 
mix concrete. Send a fax 
to his bosses if he is a 
manager telling them that 
he is very sorry, had 
another better offer, he is 
resigning and could they 
send his cheque on to his 
new address in 
Singapore.

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supply to go off on the same day, in the morning 
preferably. Being an ex-resident if he cannot talk the 
utility companies into organising it by the phone, a late 
night visit to cut wires and shoot a few insulators off 
would be breeze. 


Possibly at this early stage it 
would be best to leave them in 
a condition so that they can be 
repaired easily.

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This poem describes the problems the British soldier 
had to contend with in dealing with Boer civilian militia 
(Piet). The Boer soldier supplied all his own equipment, 
except if he was one of the lucky ones (in the majority) 
to be issued the Model 1895 Mauser in 7 x 57mm. This 
rifle was at the forefront of the military development of 
the era and could be compared in modern day terms 
as being equipped with stealth bombers. Germany was 
in competition with Great Britain in every field; industry, 
empire building, and naval power. It desperately 
needed markets for its industrialised product so that no 
expense was spared in supplying the latest rifles and 
ammunition. Mauser was the leading manufacturer in 
Germany and supplied rifles to most of the world who 
were not under the British influence, and the Americans 
even had to pay royalties for their Springfield- 
industrialised rifle as it infringed on the Mauser patents. 
They actually continued paying throughout the first 
World War. 


The Model 95 was not even adopted by Germany. 
They were still soldiering on with the 1888 Commission 
rifle, and this was not replaced until Pau! Mauser 
introduced his Model 1898 rifle. The Model 95 in 7mm 
was adopted for use in Mexico, Chile, Uruguay, Persia, 
China, the Transvaal and Orange Free State, and was 
made in several Mauser-controlled factories; Obendorf, 
DWM (Deutsche Waffen-und Munitionsfabriken) and 
Ludwig Loewe, Berlin. The rifles that found their way to 
the Boers had different markings on them. Most had 
OVS stamped on the receiver and DWM, some had the 
Chilean coat of arms as they were batches from a 
Chilean order that were diverted to South Africa. 


Special postcards were printed as propaganda for the 
Boers, who were taking advantage of the world 
sympathy for their cause. They had the Boer and 
German coat of arms inscribed and carried the phrase: 
God and the Mauser - united in the fight for freedom and 
justice. The specifications of the Model 1895 Mauser 
are:

The advantages over the .303 No 1 Mark lil were not 
vast. Both rifles were robust, reliable and easy to clean, 
the Mauser was a little lighter (lighter than the modern 
day Steyr-AUG, and that’s mainly plastic), and because 
of its stiffer receiver and one piece stock did have a 
slight advantage in the accuracy department. But the 


main advantage was ait that time the Lee Enfield Mark 
1 had only a ten shot magazine which either had to be 
changed or hand filled, while the Mauser only had a 
five shot magazine but could be recharged in seconds 
with a reusable clip of five rounds. These were worn 
in bandoliers around the chest for easy access. 


The biggest advantage for the Mauser was the calibre 
7 x 57, as it was clos » to being the most efficient 
centrefire calibre of its day. Probably its only arguable 
competition was the Swedish 6.5 x 55. The British 
soldier who had to face up 
to this round referred the 
sound of it as a crack, and 
their 303 to a boom. That 
was due to the higher 
velocity of the 7 x 57 mm 
and its lighter projectile. 
This, combined with its long 
efficient shape, gave it a 
long range advantage over 
the slower moving larger 
projectile in the 303, The 
Boer had to use much !ess 
hold over as his ammunition 
was flatter shooting. 


The ammunition they used 
was manufactured by 
Fabrique Nationale and 
Deutsche 
Metallpatronenfabrik, and 
supplies were irregular, so 
ammunition was not 
expended at the same rate 
as in our modern conflicts. 
When the Boers ran out of 
7mm ammunijtion they 
would resort to using 
captured rifles and 
ammunition, bringing out 
their Mausers when they 
had a new supply of 
ammunition. 


To be fair it was not just the 

ability of the Boer to shoot 
straight and use the terrain 
to his advantage, he had 
other factors on his side 
which enabled fifty 
thousand to fight off five 
hundred thousand for three 
years. One was the horse. 
Every man had at least one 
horse and some used up to six, as quoted in the British 
Army book of 1915. 


One man with six horses was taken prisoner near 
Frankfort, in October, 1901.

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"One of these Boer riders, Jan Lubbert by name was", 

SayS a war correspondent, "a tireless veldtman of the kind 
so numerous in South Africa. He could ride from the 
dawning until darkness set in, and then, merely eating a 
few strips of biltong (dried beef) and a rusk, and washing 
the same down with a drop of water from a spring, could 
climb into the saddle and ride the whole night through. He 
had no comrade save his pipe and his horses. He wanted 
none, for he came of a race who love to be much alone. 
He had no compass to guide him by day or night over the 
great undulating plains. Men of his sort move by instinct, 
and keep a line as straight as a rifle barrel for many days 
at a time." 
Another form of assistance was the incompetence of the 
British generals. One of the opinions of the Boers was that 
the officers were stupid and the men heroic. The British 
High Command were accused, and probably with some 
good reason, that alcoholism was not the best quality in 
decision makers. 


The Boer was a native of Africa. His ancestors had 
occupied the place from 1620; they were acclimatised, 
they could live comfortably off the land with conditions and 
diet that a British soldier would die on. When on patrol in 
a commando they would live for weeks on biltong, (ground 
meat) and mealies (maize in biscuit form). The British 
soldiers who up until that time had been used to colonial 
wars always died in their 
thousands from related 
diseases on campaigns, 
This one was no different 
and plus they had extra 
problems with enteric fever, 
heat exhaustion and sun 
burn. 


The Boers also had 
assistance from their black 
skinned Zulu employees, 
who scouted for them and 
helped in transport. They 
stayed loyal to the Boer 
throughout the war and 
even assisted them while 
the Boers were in British 
concentration camps. 


Another asset the Boers 

had was their wives and families. They brought up the 
rations, lived in the wagons, tended to the wounded, 
transported them home for convalescence, when they 
were in fixed positions. It was only when General Kitchener 
made all out war on the ladies that the British started to 
win. 

General Kitchener sent detachments to take the women 
and children prisoner,placing them in concentration camps 
then burnt all the crops. This was the beginning of the end 
for the Boers. He did not win any friends for Britain but he 
proved that brutality could beat guerrilla warfare as long 
as the general population is expendable. 


Where there can be no respect in dishonour Kitchener 





policy was infamous but British soldier had to respect their 
professionalism, even if itis being directed against them. 
On 23/1/1900 General Warren sent nineteen hundred of 
his men up the southern side of Spion Kop, which was a 
rock hill. They lost their commanding officer and had very 
severe case of death everywhere as the Boers' rifle fire 
was precise. Eventually they had success and gained the 
top of the hill, and placed themselves in the trenches, the 
Boers had retired and after a short while advanced to the 
top of a neighbouring hill on Spion Kop flank which gave 
them clear shots up the parallel trenches from the side. 
The amateur Boer commander in his first battle could not 
believe that the British would have allowed him to occupy 
this position, leaving their flanks exposed, but they 
poured their rifle fire down into those trenches and into 
the British soldiers. 


Trenches were wiped out and not a single survivor, of 
ten dead soldiers nine had been shot not through the front 
of their bodies but through the side of the head. A British 
commander of the 18,000 men in reserve seeing the 
problem, on his own initiative sent his two best battalions 
up another hill opposite the one that was firing on Spion 
Kop, so that they could direct their rifle fire at the Boers 
to lessen the pressure on Spion Kop. It was an impossible 
ascent, almost straight up, in the heat of day with Boers 
firing down at them from above, but these brave men, led 
by their energetic 
officers, somehow 
made it to the top and 
drew much fire away 
from their exposed 
comrades and began 
to fire at the Boers on 
the opposite hill. 


It was the first victory 
for the British a 
triumph of courage 
and grit, but when 
General Buller found 
out that his force was 
split in two, and was 


: concerned about 
aS; control, he ordered 
British troops trying to save the guns at Sanna's Post them to return 


immediately, at first 
the men refused to 
believe that such a stupid order could be issued and one 
colonel refused to obey. "Damn them all" he shouted then 
a Boer bullet struck him in the chest killing him instantly. 
The withdrawal began and a short time later the British 
troops on Spion Kop were given the order to retreat. The 
Boers returned to their original positions within a few 
hours. 


Ata place called Sanna Post, in April 1900, when a British 
detachment walked right into an ambush laid by the crafty 
Boers, two old Boers waved to the Brits and signalled for 
them to move to their left and surrender as they had the 
drop on them. Colonel Dawson ignored them and 
galloped his regiment to protect his artillery. Immediately, 
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from nearly all sides, a withering fire was poured into them 
by the enemy, and dozens of the men dropped never to 
rise again. 

Lieut, H.C.J. Darley, of Roberts Horse, who was in this 
fight, wrote home to his father in Scarborough U.K.: 


"We walked into a trap about a mile from where we had 
slept, and lost 94 men inside of two minutes from the time 
the first shot was fired. It was really terrible. | was very 
lucky. My horse was first hit, then my helmet was knocked 
off, and as | tried to catch it, | 
got plugged myself and 
collapsed on my gee-gee's 
neck. My horse was thenshot | — 
in the head. My head was so | °Y & 
near when the bullet went in 
that the blood went all over 
me, A doctor came and 
dressed the holes in me with 
some wadding to stop the | 
bleeding”. For a short period |% 
Lieutenant Darley was a] & 
prisoner of war. 


Another example was in December 1899. The Irish 
Brigade was advancing on the Boers, who had dug in on 
the other side of a river. The Irish boys went into the fight 
with shouts of, "Let's make a name for ourselves." On and 
on they tore though the bullets from the hidden enemy laid 
many a dashing soldier low, and ignoring this deadly fire, 
some number reached the river bank. When the brave 
Irishmen tried to cross a great disappointment was in store 
for them. The Boers had dammed the river and instead of 
the water being up to there knees it was up to their necks. 
In addition to this precaution they had strung barbed wire 
below the water mark and many of the Dublin Fusiliers who 
rushed in to get at the enemy were drowned before their 
comrades’ eyes, The Irish Brigade lost 86, with 362 
wounded in this engagement. 


At Magersfontain the Highland Brigade was marching in 
close formation to attack the Boers in the darkness when 
they all of a sudden came under rifle fire and in a few 
minutes had 863 men and officers dead and wounded, 
Among the dead was General Wauchope and the colonels 
of the Black Watch and the Argyles. Some gallant ones 
who remained however rushed heroically at the trenches, 
and one officer was just waving his hat and shouting, "Now 
boys, here we are”! When he fell dead with three bullets 
through his heart. 


| suppose at times you wonder what ail this has to do with 
an article on sniping. Well, sniping is not just something 
you can learn in a book; the determination can only be first 
understood by looking at the spirit of the people who have 
excelled at it, That spirit may only appear out of 
desperation, People who have a safe existence and 
nothing to loose but their pay might not be as cunning as 
the human animal who is fighting for his family and his own 
life. Experience is the best teacher, but an understanding 
of the mechanisms helps you to recognise the symptoms 
before your opposition does and that is what might keep 
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you alive. 


The Boers lost five thousand of their fighting men in the 
three year war, the British lost over six thousand in battle 
and sixteen thousand died in hospital from disease, and 
had twenty three thousand wounded. Twenty thousand 
Boer children died in Kitchener's concentration camps as 
the British army used the scorched earth policy; burning 
the farms and taking away the families, they closed in on 
the Boer capitals and left a desert behind them. 


When the British thought they had 
won, both capitals were captured 
and the President Paul Kruger had 
run off into exile, as they were 
celebrating in England and making 
Lord Roberts a Knight of the Garter 
*| and an Earl. Louis Botha, Koos de la 
| Rey, and Jan Christian Smuts and 
| others met secretly in a farmhouse. 
They were tired and very poorly 
dressed they had been sleeping 
rough for three years. They had no 
settled government, no railway line 
with supplies from the outside world, no replacements of 
horses, no system of conscription to fill their ranks, and 
no money. In almost every other country and time in 
history they would have called themselves defeated and 
gone home, but not one of these men wanted to put their 
hands up. They worked out that they were outnumbered 
twenty-two to one and the other side had the support of 
guns ships and an empire, but they acknowledged that 
they had the determination and the confidence in their 
field craft to win the war. They drafted plans which only 
a fool would consider, when some one suggested 
attacking Cape Town they applauded and four 
commanders volunteered for the honour of the job. “That 
will encourage the Cape Dutch to join in at last", one said. 


Kitchener will need two hundred men to try and contain 
us. They went on planning through the night. Anyone 
listening would have thought that they were the victors as 
they encouraged one another and planned their next 
campaigns. "Our women will be with us, our children will 
find a way to help". "The battles are over now the war 
begins", and incredibly that is what they did. They loaded 
up their wagons and with their wives and Zulu helpers 
they carried the war into the enemy territory and returned 
the compliments to General Kitchener. They blew up 
railway lines and burnt the farms in the Cape Colony but 
they fell short of their goa! to capture Cape Town itself. 
These men had lost everything and had nothing left to 
loose other than their lives. 

This creates massive commitment. Do we in Australia 
have to wait and lose so much before we awake fo find 
out what is happening? This war in South Africa was 
instigated by Cecil Rhodes, who will get further attention 
in future articles on the History of the New World Order, 
as he was the devotee of John Ruskin and the founder 
of the "round table". We will return to Sniper in Edition 13.

If 
anyone really thought about it they might say, “What's 
the point of anything, we are all just waiting for a slow 
death,” but a friend cheered me up. He pointed out that 
the human animal is much more optimistic than that. 
We discussed the World War II tank commanders’ 
philosophy - if a hundred tanks commanders were told 
that only one would survive the battle they would all feel 
it's too bad about the others, we will be all right. Reality 
only appears when it's you or a relative, so here it is. 


Ignorance is Bliss. 


Here are just a few items that our leaders don't tell you 
about AIDS. 


AIDS is 100% fatal. You and your family may have 
AIDS right now and you could live ten years before you 
have a slight sickness and are then diagnosed as 
having AIDS. You may then die within three months of 
any of a hundred diseases or cancers due to your lack 
of an immune system that the AIDS virus has 
destroyed. The main problem is that you and your 
family unknowingly could have infected thousands of 
others in that ten year incubation period.

For fifty years or more government health bodies all 
over the world have insisted that condoms were no 
protection against VD.

The centres for disease control reported in 1981 that 
4% of those who had received a hepatitis vaccination 
were AIDS infected.

In the US, every thirteen seconds a teenager is

years ago doctors found that white blood cells in the 
brain were infected by an updated virus.

Public health workers will not report people who have 
it. lf a doctor informs a nurse that a patient has AIDS 
he can be prosecuted under the discrimination laws. 


In a recent Melbourne court case of an aids carrier 
infecting people on purpose, the Victorian government 
stated that it is moving to quell any revival of the AIDS 
hysteria of the early 1980's. 


In four to five years’ time the results of our authorities’ 
campaigns in our schools and media will blossom. 
These years of stressing, "Wear a condom and do what 
you like", this practice of appointing homosexuals into 
government funded campaigns which have promoted a 
homosexual lifestyle will come into fruition and our 
haspitals will become clogged with AIDS victims.

As soon as someone else picks it up, 
it is his trusted friend and so | always say that we need 
to manage and control our arms and keep them safe 
not only particularly from children, but also from those 
who would misuse them, and we do our best to teach 
this wherever we Can. 


But we enjoy these because they allow us to project 
our wishes beyond the reach of our hands and they 
allow us to feel sometimes, sometimes irrationally to 
feel a little safer in a frightening place, and they come 
to hand to us, as an aspect of human behaviour, a tool 
to deal with something that makes us feel insecure. 
They are also an object of enjoyment because of the 
skill. Human beings love to show their abilities beyond 
themselves and this tool will certainly do that. So | think 
the concept is that without the ability to manage these, 
without the government that trusts its people with its 
tools then we are not complete citizens.

very quickly. Free speech is like the water. It has to run 
free and find its level. If it is harnessed and controlled 
it takes only a short time before it breaks free again. 


Free speech is a right which to some is as precious 
as the right to keep arms suitable to their defence, and 
the rights are inherited from the same ancient 
documents. Let us all hope that Australians continue 
to defend all our rights. 


The Constitution of the Commonwealth of Australia 

makes no reference to the suppression of free speech 
and in the thirty- nine powers of the Commonwealth 
Parliament there is no power with respect to 
censorship. The drafters of this document were aware 
of the Monarch's power to refuse assent to laws that 
contravene the earlier guarantees such as the "Bill of 
Rights 1689" under sections 58 to 60 of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of Australia. The 
Coronation Oath binds the Monarch to protect the 
people's Church, Rights and Privileges. 


The Right of people to possess firearms and 
ammunition is affirmed in the Bill of Rights [1689]. 
Quote: 

"by causing several good subjects being protestants 
to be disarmed at the same time when papists were 
both armed and employed contrary to the law." 

" All which are utterly and directly contrary to the 
known laws and statutes and freedom of this realm.” 
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BEST FRIEND 


"That the subjects which are protestants may have 
arms for their defence suitable to their conditions and 
as allowed by law." 

The Right of free speech is also listed in this document 
which unashamedly affirms our Rights forever. 


Quote

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The lights may be green, but 
this traffic ain't goin' nowhere. 
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| suppose the Freedom Rally started when the police 
at Brisbane headquarters received a copy of Lock 
Stock & Barrel and phoned to set me straight. In fact 
their source of information was pretty quick as we had 
not received the finished magazine back from the 
printers at that time. Sgt Cross from the traffic section 
said, "If you applied for a permit we would not be willing 
to give you one, and could you tell all involved that they 
are welcome to come into the city but all breaches of 
the Traffic Act will be booked." | thanked him for his 
concern and said that we did not expect anything less 
than that. 

The next development was the article in the 
Queensiand Country Life, and then the Strategy 
newspaper's supporting advertisement and supporting 
ads in several newsletters - one being Christians 
Speaking Out, and support from the constitutional 
monarchists and Flag Associations. Next the ABC was 
chasing stories, and a small section on page two of the 
Courier Mail running the Freedom Rally down as a 
demonstration of right wing extremists. We gave them 
several return phone calls to try for a retraction but they 
are not in the business of reporting, merely 
suppression. Then radio stations started phoning in for 
interviews and we had reports that some of these had 
been heard six times over before 9 am in the morning 
out at St George. 


More radio interviews, and the phones were busy with 
people promising to come. Nearly all had seen the ad 
in Lock Stock & Barre! but 
the discussion on the radio 
had fired them to phone in. 
Joe Bryant and the 
Muirheads gave the rally a 
good plug on the Rod 
Henshaw show and lan 
McNiven (Chief Makka) 
gave us a couple of ten- 
minute plugs by ringing in 
to the talk back shows. All 
this free advertising! 


On the Rocky Road 


| drove the LS&B tactical 
twenty foot trailer up to 
Rockhampton to be in on 
the start of it. After a day's 
driving and the motel giving my raom booking to 
someone else | found the media had been after me. | 
did two interviews that night and another two before 
checking out in the morning. The Concerned Citizens 
of Rockhampton had an early rally to send us off and 
after a short talk we headed south. The highway was 
down to pedestrian pace as twenty or so vehicles that 
were not going all the way with the stalwart ten escorted 
us out of town. The ten vehicles in convoy did a mighty 
job as thirty or forty other vehicles had to mingle with 


us before overtaking us, so it was impossible for all on 
coming traffic and media to ascertain who was with us 
and who was just passing. We were disappointed that 
no other vehicles were there to join us at Bororen or 
Gin Gin but spirits were high and we were ready for 
anything. 

At an unscheduled stop at Childers we were 
interviewed by a TV crew, and that appeared 
Queensland-wide on Thursday night. The only people 
that met us at the Maryborough stop were the ABC and 
the local newspapers, but we couldn't persuade them 
to join us, That night we parked the trojan horse and 
the trailer at my house and had a barbecue for the 
drivers and navigators of the valiant ten vehicles. 
Between sausages we told stories of the support we 
had received from other motorists and pedestrians that 
we had seen that day. 


The media boys and girls could not seem to 
understand why we had so many different issues. They 
always tried to find some conflict between them and 
used the most negative quotes as possible to obstruct 
our message and purpose. They all had the advert 
from LS&B and two press releases but tried to disguise 
the issue as much as possible. They refused to put 
over the fact that the issue was the freedom of 
Australians, and that all the support from other 
organisations was the result of the abuses of our rights 
and freedoms - but the public are pretty smart, they 
had the idea of it. 





Operation Gridlock 


Friday 13th. No other vehicles had joined us but Terry 
Clark had gone to start the Dalby convoy and Warren 
Potter had gone to start the Tweed Heads convoy. The 
rest of Gympie's freedom fighters kept their heads 
down. The next stop was Nambour's Big Pineapple 
where we were joined by two or three vehicles. The 
Chief Elder from the Macca Tribe was a notable 
inclusion, and we had a photographic and interview 
session for the Sunshine Coast Daily. At the 
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Burpengary stop we were joined by two police bikes, a 
police car and two more vehicles with flags and 
placards. Of course we had to waste some more time 
being filmed by TV crews and interviews by the boys 
and girls of our media. 


On the way into town in Alice Street we were joined by 
a truck from the Nanango area. Then we hooked up our 
public address systems and went for a drive in George 
Street. 


Out front was the LS&B tactical trailer, next was one 
of the three trojan horses, next was Ray Smyth from 
Christians Speaking Out, Lyn Smith from the 
Rockhampton Concerned Citizens, George from 
Emerald, Bernie from Mackay, the truck from Nanango, 
followed by many more. When we did the first lap at 
about 2.30 pm the city was quite like a ghost town. We 
were all apprehensive - would it work?. When we came 
around for the second lap somie of the vehicles from the 
Dalby convoy were swinging out of Alice street and 
were mixing in with us and the other traffic. It started 
working at about 3 pm and sometimes we were waiting 
for nine sets of traffic lights to change before a move 
was made. 


One of the first notable incidents was as | was parked 
in the George Street parking lot (ie George Street), who 
should be crossing the road but Chairman David 
Solomon of EARC, that notable institution created to 
remove the last remaining rights of Australians. All of

Christian greetings to you. 


| have occupied a stand at the Car Boot Market in the Lismore 
Square every first and third Sunday for the last seven months, 


Over the past two months | have had David Irving's book 
"Hitler's War" on show. Over this period of time, several 
Jewish people have hung around the table thumbing through 
the books and throwing them down anywhere on the table 
hissing anti-Semitic; some of them claimed to be Jewish 
Christians, saying that Jesus was a Jew. As the word Jew is 
an abbreviation of Judea, to most Christians this is incorrect 
as the Bible clearly says that Jesus was a Nazarene of 
Galilee. 

Most of the Jews that cried anti-Semitic appeared around 10- 
11 o'clock which is my busiest time of the day and was most 
embarrassing for me to have this going on. The verbal attack 
from them was so abusive and loudly shouted that a male 
regular appalled at the scene very concernedly remarked that 
| needed protection from these people. 

However the crunch came last Sunday 4th July 1993 when 
first a young man came, claimed that he was an Israeli and 
that the books were anti-Semitic. Quite soon after him came 
two men and a woman spreading themselves in front of the 
table pulling the books about and putting them back on top 
of other books. When a couple of regulars began to look at 
the books the woman forced herself to the front, grabbed one 


a sudden he spotted me waving to him, his eyes 
popped out and slipped over the front of his spectacle 
frames, then retracted into glowing spinning orbs. | will 
give him credit; he didn't run, he just turned and took 
the largest fastest steps in the direction of Roma Sivcet 
Station, hopefully to get a one way train ticket to the 
United Nations in New York. | shouted out to him, "Are 
you going to ignore this submission too?” He didn't 
answer, he just put his head down and kept up his 
amazing pace. 


The public address system was a great success. Our 

guys said it could be heard four blocks away, it was so 
loud that we had to close all our windows tight and it 
still gave me a headache. Next time | will take my ear 
muffs. When we first turned it on a woman was so 
shocked she spun around in mid air and landed facing 
the way she had been coming looking for what had 
scared the life out of her. 


Public Support 


The most amazing thing |! saw was a tall thin 
pedestrian in a pin stripe suit and highly polished 
shoes. He looked just like a lawyer and was standing 
on the kerb looking in our direction. When he saw the 
convoy approaching he stepped out in to the middle of 
the road, opened up the brief case that was under his 
arm, pulled out a large Australian flag and twirled it 
high above him. He ran in a small circle with the flag 
above his head then he ran back on the other side of 


of my large well selling books, threw it four feet across the 
table where my customer was looking and screeched 
overhead "This is anti- Semitic!" | said to her quietly "Just a 
moment" but before | could finish the sentence she raved on 
red in the face, waving her finger in front of me and in a 
screeching voice demanded that | listen to her, then she 
flounced off and must have gone to the office and 
complained. 


The next thing the manager Steve Cooke and his associate 
Marny Bonner were standing in front of me saying that they 
had had complaints about me and that they did not want me 
there. (So | was virtually evicted). 

| asked them which books they would like me to remove and 
Steve replied that | was a neo-Nazi, a racist, that David 
Irving's books were lies and that | was paranoiac. A man who 
had just purchased a book, a Doctor | believe, remarked to 
Steve that he appreciated being able to get the books and 
what he was witnessing was an infringement of freedom of 
speech and asked Steve if he had read the book in question, 
to which Steve replied that he had not, that he and his partner 
ran the markets and did not want me there. 

| am 75 years of age and | am on the stand alone. If people 
approach me and make conversation | sometimes give them 
material that | think might be helpfu!.

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the road down George Street. Some people were 
cheering us on from the footpath; two ladies in cars 
coming the other way stopped and asked if they could 
join us. The pavements were thick with the media boys 
and girls like flies around a thunder box toilet. TV 
cameras to the left of us, TV cameras to the right of us, 
TV cameras to the front of us; into the valley of George 
Street rode the valiant 60 or 70 vehicles. 


At one time, | on the drivers side was doing an interview 
with one reporter with the TV camera jammed through 
the window while Joe Bryant was doing one with 
another channel on the passenger side. | kept using the 
same phrases; "The parliament is in revolt against the 
people and the Crown.” "The parliament allows the 
banks to ravage the people." "Politicians do not 
represent the people, they represent the political

parties, therefore they sit illegally in parliament." "The 
politicians are criminals." "The judges are Labor 
Lawyers appointed to give political decisions." "Goss is 
a traitor.” The trailer was poking out into the Alice Street 
intersection blocking the traffic, the cars in front of me 
had moved forward about twenty yards and left me a 
gap, but because of these media kids | hadn't moved 
forward. A police motor cycle pulled close to my window 
and he said, "Mr Owen, if you don't move on with the 
other traffic | will be forced to charge you with 
obstruction." | was shocked that he knew my name, 
gosh they are efficient. The media kids ran off and | 
moved forward. 


At the corner of Alice and George Street where 
Parliament House is, a chunky man stood with a note 
pad taking car registration numbers and writing down 
what was on the placards. When we passed that spot 
again some two hours later he was still doing the same 
job, but he must have got tired as he had sat down on 
a low wall to save his legs. Meanwhile a plane flew 
overhead with a massive banner, with Aussi freedom 
on it. 


There was an unmarked car in front of me who was 
handing out Fight papers to every car that would take 


one, and that was nearly every car. He was doing that 
for at least two hours. They needed something to read 
in their car as they had nothing else to do. On the odd 
occasion it was possible to see more than one trojan 
horse at once, with three being there the politicians 
must have thought they were breeding. Some of the 
motorists caught in amongst it gave up and pulled 
over, turned their motor off, waved and smiled at 
everybody else and looked around for others to have 
a chat with. The bus drivers were getting annoyed at 
not going anywhere fast but they were being paid 
anyway by our fearless politicians. When | turned the 
radio on | heard Jennifer on Brisbane Cabs road report 
describing it in the most disinterested tone a little 
procession in George Street, and the city as a giant 
parking lot.

Epilogue 

At seven o'clock we left the 
city in a semi state of chaos 
and slipped away to our 
meeting at the K Mart car park

was a smile from ear to ear. Most were amazed at how 
few of them they were, although some twenty vehicles 
had gone home. All realised that about sixty or seventy 
vehicles had jammed up Brisbane for four hours. If we 
would have had double, a hundred and forty vehicles, 
we would not have been able to get out of the traffic 
until Saturday morning and instead of State TV news 
we would have made international news and given 
people in other countries some hope. 


Eighty jubilant people aware of what a few people 
prepared to stand up could achieve swapped tales of 
the day. | set up the public address system for a few 
words but what could | say? | wanted to say something 
like the Winston Churchill speech which goes like, 
"Never in the field of human conflict have so many 
owed so much to so few", but at the time as much as 
| tried | couldn't think of the words. | had written some 
words down on a piece of paper but had a lot of trouble 
reading it in the headlights of my truck and | wish | 
could have said more to thank those people that had 
come so far to be there. But this is how my efforts at 
public speaking went. 
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When people such as ourselves, ordinary Mums and 
Dads, break the barrier of State-induced fear, we have 
the formula for victory. All who have come from a 
distance like Rockhampton, Tamworth, St George, 
Sydney, South Australia, Armidale, Nanango and 
Gympie in my estimation are heroes. For the first time 
good decent folk, children and some people in there 
seventies have sacrificed their time and hard earned 
money to make a public statement with their presence. 
They have stood up for Australia and protested and to 
their amazement had come off unscathed and enjoyed 
it, and had the taste of handing some small 
inconvenience back to the centre of power for four car- 
jamming hours, | asked who would be willing to do it 
again next time and there was a resounding cheer. | 
asked who would not go again and there was a 
deafening silence.

The AG-42B Ljungman semi-auto rifle would have to be 


one of the best manufactured rifles in the world. The care 
and attention that was lavished on them would now send 
any firearm manufacturer broke in weeks. Even though 
some people would find the stock thick and clumsy, the 
wood to metal fit is almost perfect. The metal finish and 
standard of the blueing is the result of hours of polishing, 
and their tolerances must be fine or they would not shoot 
so superbly, 

Our local branch of the SSAA used to shoot a practical 
rifle competition. Most of us shot practical pistol at the 


another rifle, it was uncanny that someone else would win 
with an AG42B. 


Sighting them in off the bench rest would give some 
surprises, as quite often they would five shot groups in 
less then an inch with the cheap but excellent Norma 
military ammo and just the open sights. | can remember 
about the same time turning up to practice for metallic 
sillhouette and as | was getting my super duper bolt action 
out of its bag, anew chum had just sprinted up to the rams 
to stand them up again after he had shot them all down, 
then sprinted back. Yes okay the range is open for

pistol club and our local competition with rifles had grown 
from that. If any one has ever been to Gympie will tell you 
it is rather hilly, and this competition involved a lot of 
running up and down hills. We had 12" diameter steel 
gongs at 200 yards and 6" ones at 100 yards. Some of the 
disciplines were as follows: 


Run up a steep hill 40 yds from behind the range line when 

the timer buzzer sounded. When you got to the shooting 
post your rifle was waiting in the unloaded position with the 
magazine out and the bolt open. You then had to load and 
hit the 200 yrd gong whilst leaning on the post, shoating 
from your weak shoulder, until you hit the steel gong. Then 
you change shooting hands, and for every time you hit the 
target, ten points would be scored. The only problem was 
the timer buzzer stopped at 45 seconds and if you had a 
problem loading or were slow getting up the hill or you 
didn't hit the target with your left hand when the finish 
buzzer went off, you had to unload and open your bolt and 
look stupid with no score. 


Oh | haven't told you the point of all this. The Liungman 
AG42B used to win it every time, or to be more precise the 
competitors who used that rifle won this competition each 
time. As luck would have it | would win one of these 
Sunday morning competitions every so often. My precision 
would make up for my lack of fitness, but if | didn't use a 
42B | would not win. On the other hand if | didn't win with 
one some one else would. Being somewhat of a collector 
of military rifles, one month | would take a Colt CAR, or 
an SLR, or a Mini 14, or an SKS, or my AR10, or even my 
pride and joy Chinese M14, but it would make no 
difference. The AG42B would always be there in the hands 
of other winners, and if after some time they might try 


shooting again, so off the shoulder he knocked over four 
rams consecutively and missed the fifth. Not too bad 
considering he had just ran a kilometer, and that's in a 
Straight line. With the down and ups it's twice as far. And 
what rifle did he accomplish this feat with? You guessed 
it, an AG42B, stock standard with open sights. 


Why is it so good? The 42B is quite heavy out front and 

it seems to steady your aim after you have been doing a 
lot of heavy breathing. The gas pipe, which is all that 
operates this masterpiece, is free floating at the receiver 
end so any linear expansion due to the raising of 
temperature and the growth of metal is hafidled in the 
design. The barrel of course is a Swedish work of art and 
the ammunition manufactured in the seventies was 
brilliant. 


Their was one minor problem with them. Some rifles, after 
a few warming up shots, left the empty case up the spout 
and the extractor tore the case rim off. Now there were 
a lot of theories at the time as to why this phenomenon 
happened, but this was the answer. The ammo was like 
most military stuff, loaded to top performance, which 
produced the maximum safe pressure. When these rifles 
come to Queensland, Australia, the weather is much 
warmer than Sweden, and this increases the pressure a 
tad. 


The higher pressure makes the direct gas system work 
a little quicker, the gas then starts applying force pushing 
back the bolt carrier and opening the bolt before the 
pressure in the chamber has dropped. This pressure. 
which is always equal in all directions, is still pushing the 
bullet out of the barrel and pushing the brass walls of the

case against the walls of the chamber while the extractor 
was tearing the rim off the case as the bolt was opening. 
Basically the Australian weather had upset the timing. We 
fixed these simply by putting a small screw in the top of 
the gas pipe fitting with a set lock nut. The screw is wound 
down until it cuts off a portion of the gas and then locked 
with the nut. 


In 1942 with war in the world Sweden had to be up in the 

arms race and have a semi automatic service rifle. So 
Sweden's top designer, Eric Eklund, who must have had 
a good look at a Russian Tokerev rifle, accomplished an 
astounding feat. He conceived the idea, transferred it to 
drawings, watched the prototype go through testing and 
saw production of the rifle all within one year. The major 
improvement which was brilliantly innovative at the time 
was the simple direct gas system which has been 
successfully copied for the AR15/M16A2 series of rifles by 
Eugene Stoner. No gas chamber and piston equals fewer 
parts and less weight, and Jess to clean or break down. 


The carrier and bolt system use the tilting design which 
is similar to the Tokerev of the time and have been copied 
in the FN49, SLR and the French MAS49. This system is 
reliable and easy to clean but makes fitting a reliable scope 
mount almost impossible as they need large dust covers 
to access them. The Egyptian Hakim was designed and 
some were made in Sweden; it is an almost exact copy 
except it has an adjustable gas port fitting as the 
ammunition quality could not be guaranteed as up to 
standard of the Swedish 6.5 x 55. 8 x 57 ammunition was 
made all over the world in varying loads and quality. 


All rifles of this type which have easy access to the bolt 
and also allow you to push the brush and patch through 
from the chamber to the muzzle in the proper fashion are 
a doddle to disassemble and reassemble in Jess than 
twenty five seconds. 

Warning!!!! Do not put fingers inside the receiver with no 
magazine in and return the carrier to the rear with the To disassemble push horns forward again and swing 
safety not an. If you do this the carrier will shoot forward safety to the central position.(Fig. 4) 
under the power of the return spring and flatten your 
pinkies into a soggy pulp. 

As soon as you pick this rifle up "put the safety catch on" 
(this blocks the above release mechanism), and remove 
magazine by squeezing catch at front of mag with 
forefinger of left hand against thumb pressure on catch at 
rear of mag. (Figs 1 & 2) 





Make sure it is empty by pushing the horns forward and 
then returning them to the rear.(Fig. 3) 











Then raise the triangular shaped block which is the safety 
catch housing until it clears the receiver. (Fig. 5)

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i have always been disappointed with the heirachial

World Council of Churches? The answer to that 
question is so far in the negative that with words and 
pictures it would be impossible to convey how far apart 
the philosophies are. Here are some examples from an 
article on the WCC in February 93 Readers Digest. 


Before the opening worship service began at the last 

general assembly of the World Council of Churches 
(WCC) in Canberra, (author's note: the Labor 
Government donated $60 million of taxpayers' money 
to the WCC to enable them to put it on), delegates 
passed through the smoke of burning leaves. This was 
a pagan cleansing rite. The congregation then listened 
to recorded insect noises and watched a male dancer 
impersonate a kangaroo, Chung Hyun Kyung invoked 
spirits of the dead and exhorted the audience of more 
than 4,000 to read the Bible "from the perspective of 
birds, water, air, trees and to think like a mountain". 


Pastor Wolfhart Schlicting, a Lutheran, was shocked 
over WCC Bible studies material he found in the 
Philippines in 1989: 


“These missionary materials were preaching 
revolution” 


"What has become primary is politics. The council has 

jettisoned traditional Christian missionary activity and 
substituted political action designed to establish a new 
King of world order”, says Rachel Tingle, director of 
London's Christian Studies Centre. 


When a study group at the Canberra assembly wanted 

to consult the Bible on a point, a WCC staffer 
protested, "Oh no! It's Christian imperialism to suggest 
that the Bible has more to say than other books." 


Money for Guns

(PCR). Since 1970 the PCR has distributed 
| over $13 million to more than 130 
| organisations in some 30 countries - about 
half of it to revolutionary Marxist movements 
in Africa. It does not check to see that funds 
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are actually used for humanitarian purposes. One grant 
of $115,000 went to the Patriotic Front in Rhodesia 
(now Zimbabwe), which had murdered 2,007 white 
civilians and 1,712 blacks, along with nine missionaries 
and their children. 


In South Africa, the WCC has long supported the 
African National Congress, whose leaders include 
members of the South 
African Communist 
Party, with over $1.8 
million in grants.

In Namibia, over $2.3 million in church money went to 
the SWAPO revolutionary group, even though it had 
imprisoned and tortured thousands of its own followers 
in concentration camps. 


WCC (PRC) grants, totalling $507,000 last year, are so 
controversial that they are not made from the regular 
WCC operating budget, but from the special fund to 
combat racism. The Council refuses to reveal names of 
special fund contributors or addresses of grant 
recipients. 


Meanwhile the WCC has been strangely reticent on 
racism and oppression in Marxist countries. When the 
Ceausescu regime in Romania persecuted religious 
denominations and planned to bulldoze villages 
inhabited by ethnic minorities, the WCC refused to 
speak out. Bishop Laszlo Tokes, who sparked 
Romania's 1989 revolt that toppled the communists 
said: "The WCC was not interested in the church's fight 
for freedom.” 


When religious dissenters in the former Soviet Union 
begged for support in the 1970s ,."The WCC failed to 
defend our Christian brothers in eastern Europe and the 
USSR", says Father Gleb Yakunin, a courageous 
Russian Orthodox priest who spent years in Soviet 
prison camps and exile for his faith. "If the WCC had 
spoken out the persecutors would have reduced their 
zeal.” 


Why for the past 25 years has it strayed from its charter 
in order to support revolutionary groups? 


Secret files from the former Soviet Union's intelligence 
agency provide at least part of the answer. Readers 
Digest interviewed Father Yakunin, who now is the 
deputy of the Russian Commission on Freedom of

Religion, and he has examined top secret reports from 
the KBG administration for ideological subversion. 
"The KGB had a plan to penetrate and manipulate the 
WCC. Orthodox priests who were WCC delegates 
were often KGB agents. "In my view", Yakunin said, 
"the WCC left radical activities helped the Soviet bloc 
spread communist ideology in Africa, North and South 
America and the far East". 


One entry in the KGB reports August 1969 agents 
Svyatosilav, Adamant, Alter, Magister, Roshchin and 
Zemnogorsky went to England to take part in the work 
of the WCC Central Committee. Agents managed to 
avert hostile activities and to place agent Kuznetsov in 
a high WCC post. Kuznetov has been identified as 
Alexei Sergeyvich Buevsky, a lay member of the 
Russian Orthodox Church's Moscow Patriachate 
Foreign Relations Department, and to this day is a 
WCC Central Committee member. 


Buevsky, along with other agents, likely ensured the 
election of Emilio Castro to the post of WCC General 
Secretary in 1985. A KGB memo confirms that its 
agents supported Castro as "a candidate acceptable 
to us." Castro was vocal in his appreciation of Marxism. 
At a 1989 reception in the Kremlin he addressed the 
guests as comrades and remarked that Karl Marx "was 
dreaming out of the same biblical tradition from which 
we came...|n that common dream we hope that 
between us we will have many steps to take in 
common." 


Well that all seems far away in Russia, and 
communism is in a large decline now, is it not? Yes, 
it might be, but who said that communism was the end 
game anyway? It is amazing to me that the World 
Council of Churches can be so politically involved and 
yet our local preachers will not stand up on any moral 
issue as they do not want to offend.

Of course they do not mention white indigenous people 
that are being trampled on by coloured immigrants 
from other countries or indigenous people that have 
been invaded by other coloured races like New Guinea 
and Timor. They throw the word “racism” around and 
direct it towards white people's supposed "guilt", but to 
me they totally ignore the human story.

He has been 
fighting for families for years and has written a paper, 
which is not directed against the WCC, but is directed 
at inspiring the good guys to stand up and be counted. 
It's great stuff, and Focus on the Family should be justly 
proud of him. The US government, the WCC and just 
about every organisation barring the valiant few are like 
a pack of dogs tearing families and morality 
downwards. This man deserves every applause and 
encouragement we can give him. Let us pass his letter 
on to all so we can encourage more like minded people 
to action for as Thomas Paine's opening words in his 
paper "The American Crisis" have never been truer: 


"These are the times that try men's souls."

Dear Friends, 

My letter this month will address a great debate going on in 
churches and the pro-family movement itself. It deals with the 
alarming erosion of morality in the culture, some of it related to 
the changing philosophy of government. 


On the third day of his new administration, Bill Clinton took pen 
in hand and prescribed far-reaching policies for the 
nation and the world, On that "Black Saturday” following 
his inauguration the president issued five executive 
orders, as follows: (1) he permitted the tiny bodies of 
aborted babies to be used in medical research; (2) he 
lifted the restriction on abortion counseling in federally 
funded clinics; (3) he began the process of importing the 
abortifacient RU 486, which could ultimately result in 
many millions of additional deaths; (4) he removed the 
prohibition (or attempted to) on openly active 
homosexuals and lesbians in the military; (5) he | 
provided federal funding for abortions in military 
hospitals overseas. 

\t did not escape notice that President Clinton issued these 
revolutionary orders on January 23, one day after the 20th 
anniversary of the Roe vs. Wade Supreme Court decision. 
Indeed, thousands of pro-life marchers were in Washington that 
very day. Mr. Clinton sent them an unequivocal message, and 
they heard it! 

That was just his first week in office. There is more to come- 
much more. The president has expressed enthusiastic support 
for the "Freedom of Choice Act," which will be considered in 
Congress shortly. If passed, it will permit the killing of babies 





throughout nine months of pregnancy and preempt every state 
law that would regulate abortion. Other dangerous legislation is 
working its way through the system. 


Furthermore, each of the five executive orders cited above is 
now rippling through society like the rings in a pond. For 
example, The Washington Times reported on February 10 that 
a Coalition of gay rights groups had prepared a broad agenda 
of ‘new policies to impose on the armed forces if the military ban 
on homosexuality is lifted. This 13-point plan would require the 
Pentagon to conduct “indoctrination” programs for all 
heterosexual military personnel to ensure their acceptance of 
gays and lesbians. It makes no difference that many will have 
religious or moral objections to the instruction. The plan would 
also establish an advisory committee to the secretary of defence 
to oversee and report on homosexuals in the military. In short, 
vast changes are in store for the armed forces if the restriction 
is ultimately lifted. 


Will President Clinton accept these sweeping 
recommendations? All | can say is that he has not denied gay 
activists anything they've demanded to date. In mid-February, 
he attempted to lift the restriction on immigration by people 
infected with the AIDS virus, despite strong opposition from the 
American Medical Association, the National Commission on 
AIDS, and the majority of Americans. This time, however, 
Congress stepped in and handed the president his first 
legislative defeat. Still, he presses forward with a revolutionary 
agenda. We're beginning to understand what Mr. Clinton meant 
on May 18, 1992 when he said to a group of gay activists in Los 
Angeles, ") have a vision, and you are a part of it.” 

Also in mid-February, the president appointed Roberta 
Achtenberg to a high post in the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. Achtenberg is a radical lesbian activist who 
directed the National Center for Lesbian Rights. She lives with 
Mary Morgan, presiding judge of the San Franciso Municipal 
Court. Neither woman reportedly will reveal which is the birth 
mother of their young son. Of particular relevance to this 
discussion, however, is her leading role in expelling the Boy 
Scouts of America from public facilities within the Bay area and 
from the lists of charitable givers. That effort cost the Boy Scouts 
an estimated $848,000 in 1992 In defending her action, she 
said, "Do we want children learning the values of an organization 
that...provides character building exclusively for straight, God- 
fearing male children?" 


The question is: What is it that drives the president 
to advance the cause of homosexual and lesbian 
activism? What debt does he seek to repay? 


There are other moral concerns that come to light 
nearly every day. The nation will be hearing soon about 
an agaressive “safe-sex' campaign to be spearheaded 
by HHS Secretary Donna Shalala and Surgeon 
General appointee Joycelyn Elders. It could eventually 
reach every public school teenager in America with 
| immoral propaganda. Dr. Elders, by the way, is quoted 
) as saying, “We would like for the right-to-life, anti- 
choice groups to really get over their love affair with the 
fetus and start supporting the children.” We are, indeed, 
living in an era of convoluted values. 


How are Christians reacting to this dramatic shift in 
governmental policy and its impact on the culture? What is 
happening to the body of believers as the ground shakes 
beneath them? It's a difficult question to answer. | do know that 
hundreds of churches are actively involved in the struggle, and 
| thank God for all of them. Many individuals also seem 
determined to use their influence wherever possible, and they're 
very well informed of national events, After Mr. Clinton attempted 
to permit homosexuals in the military, for example, more 
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telephone calls were received at the Pentagon than occurred 
even during the Persian Gulf War! Switchboards at the White 
House and the Congress were overloaded for days. Yes, millions 
of Americans are aware that their values are under attack, and 
they are stepping forward to defend them. 


There are Christian leaders, on the other hand, who do not feel 
it is the role of the church to confront evil in government. They 
feel we must concern ourselves only with spiritual matter, as 
though the killing of unborn babies and the support for public 
morality are beyond that scope. The United States and Canada 
have seen the most rapid deterioration of the Christian ethic in 
memory, and yet these leaders are saying, in good conscience, 
"It’s not our calling.” Others say, "When we try to use our influence 
in society, we expose ourselves and our faith to ridicule and 
rejection.” 

How well | know! My colleagues and | are beginning to 
understand what "the offense of the Cross" really means. We 
have taken more abuse from the press and the media in four 
months than in the past 15 years combined. But we are certainly 
not the only ones who are targeted. It is open season on any 
Christian who has the courage to stick his head out of the foxhole. 
Indeed, | believe we are seeing the beginning of an era of serious 
repression against believers. 


On February 1, 1993, The Washing Post wrote a terrible article 
about Christians who called the Capitol to protest Clinton's lifting 
of the homosexual ban. It referred to them as “poor, uneducated 
and easy to command.” Tell me, if you will, what other minority 
group in the nation could they have insulted in this way? Can you 
imagine the outcry that would have gone up if a major newspaper 
referred to African-Americans, Hispanic-Americans, Chinese- 
Americans or Native Americans as "poor, uneducated and easy 
to command"? 


How about the recent political cartoon drawn by Pat Oliphant, 
depicting fundamental Christians as rats dragging the Republican 
elephant into a mission with a "Jesus Saves" sign above the 
door? Can you think of any other minority group that could be 
characterized as rats? 


Consider this quote from good ol' grandfatherly Hugh Downs, 
host of ABC's "20/20": "During the 1920's, the Ku Klux Klan urged 
the nation to adopt family values and to return to old-time religion. 
Similarly, Adolf Hitler launched a 
family-values regimen. Hitler's 
(methodology) centered on his 
ideas of motherhood. Fanatics in 
the Ku Klux Klan, the Nazi Party, the 
Hezbollah, or any other intolerant 
organization refer to themselves as 
religious warriors. As warriors, 
fanatics censor the thoughts of 
others and love to burn books. In 
the modern United States, new 
proponents of family values 
continue this tradition of fear and 
intolerance,” 


So much for diversity and pluralism as American values, 


In our case, the attacks have not been focused on anything we 
have said or done - but rather on the fact that we exist. Leading 
a large conservative ministry today is reason enough for ridicule. 
The only example to which the media has pointed is based on 
outright fraud. A recent Associated Press story by Peggy Lowe 
was carried nationwide, implying that | had tried to hound 
homosexual teachers out of schools in Colorado Springs. Three 
local superintendents have signed statements saying there is not 
a shred of truth to the story; yet it has appeared in most of the 
nation's newspapers. 





Linda Fowler, chairperson of the Gay and Lesbian Advisory 
Committee in Denver, repeated this assertion on the Gil Gross 
national radio talk show. When our lawyer asked her to produce 
supporting evidence, she had none. The truth of the matter is 
that | have not made any hateful comments about homosexuals, 
even though | oppose that radical agenda some of them support, 
Thus, they have mounted a campaign of hate and disinformation 
against us. And it has had an impact locally. Our staff and their 
families have been subjected to mistreatment and wild- eyed 
rumours in the surrounding community, which saddens me. 


Fortunately, our people here at Focus on the Family are made 
of good stuff, and they are handling the personal criticism with 
pose and courtesy. Of greater concern to all of us is the condition 
of our country and where it seems to be going. If what I'm 
sensing is accurate, there is widespread confusion in the 
Christian community about how to respond to the spiritual free- 
fall we are witnessing. Some are flailing about in disarray. Others 
tell us they have been in a state of despair since November 3. 


| must admit that | am among those who have been 
discouraged in days past. To be candid, nothing in my adult life 
has shaken me quite like the devastation we are seeing. Most 
of what we have fought for is on the line today. The implications 
of a possible moral collapse in this beloved nation has been 
more painful than | felt | could bear. in fact, | went through a 
period of soul-searching after the election, struggling to regain 
my equilibrium. Perhaps you sensed that heaviness of heart 
during some of our recent radio broadcasts. 


All of these sources of oppression were weighing on me as 
1992 came to a close. Then a dramatic thing happened just 
before Christmas. My spirit was so burdened one morning that 
Shirley and | got in the car and drove to a beautiful place near 
the base of the mountains. We just sat there for a couple of 
hours, listening to inspirational tapes and reading the Bible. 
Then we prayed earnestly and asked the Lord to lift the heavy 
burden that we carried. 


Two days later, | received an anonymous 13-page letter that 
addressed everything | had been struggling with in the previous 
month. Fifty-eight Scriptures were tucked within the text, most 
being first-person quotations from the Lord. The words are too 
personal to share in detail, but I'll quote this brief excerpt: 


This letter is being written as an encouragement to 
you. We serve the LIVING, risen Jesus, you and |. | 
believe this message is from our Father's heart for you. 
| can only tell you that as | have been praying for you, 
| began to weep and groan within my spirit. Over this 
past year, there has been such an acceleration of events 
nationally and spiritually. | find myself saying, "Lord 
strengthen him, undergird him, comfort him." It's almost 
as if | can hear, and feel, the aching lump in your 
throat as you talk about the situation this nation and 
our families are in. 


| believe that (in regard to) the burden you carry 
for the Church, the Bride of Christ, that God is desirous 
to make you know. He is causing others in the body to 
“hold up your arms” in this battle for our faith, or 
families and our nation. 


Therefore, be strong and of good courage, because the 
work belongs to the Lord, our God! Serve Him with a 
perfect heart and a willing mind, for He has chosen you 
to STAND in the midst of this perverse generation and say 
to His people, "Let us do this thing together." We must 
not be separated and alone, everyone looking out only for 
the things of his own household, but we must be of one 
mind and one heart to STAND when the enemy comes in like 
a flood. Our God is with us for good and He will

strengthen our hands for this work. We will not be 
discouraged or dismayed, for we know that our God is with 
us. He will not fail us, nor forsake us “til we have 
accomplished all the work to which He has called us. We 
will humble ourselves before Him and ask Him a right way 
for us to go, and for our little ones, and for all our 
substance. We will ask Him to forgive us and save us, 
heal us, and deliver us, for we are in danger on all 
sides. Yes, Lord, You are our only hope. 


The letter continued with some instructions specifically for me 
and numerous promises for the future. Repeatedly, it told me to 
"stand firm" - and believe me, that is what | fully intend to do. 
There has been considerable pressure on me from friends and 
advisers to retreat from the battle - to take this ministry into safer 
pastures where we will not encounter the social reformers. Well, 
that issue is resolved and laid to rest. | am beyond the pain of 
criticism now. There is a job to be done, and if God can use me, 
| am available for His purposes. The battle is not over, and | am 
through complaining about the circumstances in which we find 
ourselves. 


Let me return to the advice of some religious leaders | referred 
to earlier - that Christians would withdraw from the public arena 
and yield the decision-making process to those who represent a 
secular-humanistic point of view. | believe their perspective is 
wrong, although it is obviously well-intended. 

Perhaps they have not thought through the position they have 
taken. Consider this: Even if our inclination is to hide in coming 
days, it will be impossible to do so. We will not be permitted to 
exercise our beliefs in private. The Church will not be allowed to 
protect its precepts. Consider, for example, a recent development 
in Maine. The legislature there passed a law in 1992 that required 
every hospital in the state, including Catholic institutions, to 
perform abortion. Of course, Catholics have led the fight against 
abortion, based on their deep moral convictions. No matter. The 
law has spoken and they must comply. 


So it will be in other settings. Our Christian 
enclaves will be invaded. Your home, in fact, will 
be the next battleground as Hillary Rodham 
Clinton cranks her "children's rights" agenda 
into action. Thus, most of us will be faced 
eventually with one of two choices: We'll either 
speak up or submit in silence. Why not use our 
voices now, while the memory of the Judeo- 
Christian ethic still lingers like rare perfume 
within the popular culture? 


Furthermore, to those who suggest we retreat 
to our Christian enclaves, | would ask a few 
extremely important questions: 


1. At what point will you rise to defend what 
you believe? Is there anything worth putting your 
reputation or you life in jeopardy? Will you object 
if your children are routinely indoctrinated in 
homosexual ideology in the public schools? Will 
you object if imperfect babies are killed in our 
hospitals? Will you object if involuntary 
euthanasia becomes widespread in nursing 
homes? Will you object if the State tells your 
pastor or priest what he can say from the pulpit? 
(In Sweden, an evangelical pastor who preached a sermon on 
Sodom and Gomorrah was convicted of "verbal violence” against 
homosexuals and sentenced to a four-week prison term.) Will you 
object if the church loses its non-profit status and is heavily 
taxed? Will you object if the State assumes “ownership” of 
children and tells parents how they must raise them - under 
penalty of losing custody? Will you object if boys and girls are 
given a wide range of rights that override the wishes of their 
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mothers and fathers? Will you object if every teenager in 
America is given immoral advice and a supply of condoms to 
implement it? Will you object if each family is permitted only one 
baby, as is the official policy today in China? 

Will you object if Christian business people are required to 
satisfy a quota of homosexual and lesbian employees? Will you 
opject if churches are not exempt form that quota obligation? Will 
you object if universities refuse to grant degrees to outspoken 
Christian students? Will you object if daughters or sisters or 
wives are drafted into the military and required to fight in 
combat? Will you object if obscenity laws are repealed and child 
pornography is ignore by the government? Will you object if the 
schools teach "death education” classes to students beginning 
in elementary school? Will you rise to speak if every tenet of your 
faith is legislated against in Congress and in you home state? 

Are these changes coming to Western nations? | don't know. 
Some of them are already well-entrenched. Others appear to be 
right around the corner. Anything can happen to the losers of a 
civil war. To rephrase my question to those who oppose 
Christian political involvement, just where will you draw the line? 
Is there any freedom or principle you would defend with your life? 


2. Let me ask another series of questions to the church leaders 
who believe we should stay out of the political fray. What would 
have been your teachings about slavery and abolition if you had 
led a congregation in 1855? The bloodiest war in American 
history was rapidly approaching. Especially as a minister in the 
South, would you have avoided the divisive slavery issue? 
Would you have even addressed its evil? 


What would you have done if you had lived and worked in 
Germany during the late 1930s and early 1940s? How well 
would your philosophy of non-involvement have held up against 
the terrors of the Nazi regime? If you had known Hitler was 
exterminating people in concentration camps, would you have 
focused only on your local responsibilities? Would it have been 
appropriate to take an apolitical posture? 


That is precisely what the mainline church did in Germany as 
World War II approached. It chose not to confront the evils of 
the Third Reich. History tells us, sadly, that in 1933 the Lutheran 
Church in Germany actually passed a resolution condemning 
Jews and excluding them from their worship services. They 
looked the other way for more than a decade, while millions of 
Jews, Gypsies, Poles, homosexuals, the mentally impaired and 
the physically handicapped were systematically murdered. Let 
me cite the historical record as expressed in the publication 
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Christian History: 

During this period, my Christians within Germany had adopted 
Hitler's National Socialism as part of their creed. Known as 
“German Christians," their spokesman, Herman Gruner, made it 
clear what they stood for: 


"The time is fulfilled for the German people in Hitler, Itis because 
of Hitler that Christ, God the helper and redeemer, has become 
effective among us. Therefore National Socialism is positive 
Christianity in action...Hitler is the way of the Spirit and the will 
of God for the German people to enter the Church of Christ." 


By September 1933, the conflict was out in the open. In the 
“Brown Synod" that month (so called because many of the clergy 
wore brown nazi uniforms and gave the Nazi salute), the church 
adopted the "Aryan Clause," which denied the pulpit to ordained 
ministers of Jewish blood... 


Thank God for Dietrich Bonhoeffer, who refused to go along with 
this wickedness. He protested loudly, to his own peril. Let me 
quote again from Christian History: 


Finally (Bonhoeffer) declared that the church should "jam the 
spokes of the wheel" of state should the persecution of Jews 
continue. (Sounds like Operation Rescue, doesn't it?) Many of the 
gathered clergy left in a huff, convinced they had heard sedition. 
(Bonhoeffer and friends) pledged to fight for repeal of the Aryan 
Clause, and by late September, they had obtained 2,000 
signatures, But to Bonhoeffer's disappointment, the church's 
bishops again remained silent. 


Their silence will echo throughout eternity! So will the words 
and deeds of Dietrich Bonhoeffer. He was rejected as a pastor, 
ridiculed and hounded by the Nazis. He was arrested April 5, 
1943, and charged with “subversion of the Armed Forces." On 
April 9, 1945, he was hanged with six other resisters at 
Flossenburg concentration camp, What a man of consummate 
courage! 

Now admittedly, there are many differences between the 
oppression of the Nazi regime and policies of today's Western 
governments. | would not weaken the point by overstating it. But 
there are striking similarities, too. Hitler murdered 6 million Jews; 
we in the United States have killed nearly 30 million unborn 
babies. And what have many denominations done in response? 
They have passed resolutions defending and even encouraging 
the killings, thereby 
granting religious sanction 
to the horror. They have 
assigned “study groups” to 
produce sophisticated 
reports that whitewash 
perverted sexual 
behaviour the Bible calls 
“an abomination." And 
millions of believers have 
Sat passively in their pews 
and uttered no protest. 
God help us! 

More than 450 years ago, 
Martin Luther wrote: "If | 
profess with the loudest 
voice and the clearest 
exposition every portion of the truth of God, except precisely that 
little point which the world and the devil are at that moment 
attacking, | am not confessing Christ, however boldly | may be 
professing Christ. Where the battle rages, there the loyalty of the 
soldier is proved, and to be steady on all the battlefield besides 
is mere flight and disgrace if he flinches at that point.” 


So what are we to do as the Christian ethic comes under greater 
attack? Where do we go from here? 





Well, first and foremost, we must fortify ourselves with prayer. 
That is the foundation. That's why Focus on the Family has 
called for 100 days of prayer (which began January 20), during 
which we are suggesting that people ask for wisdom and for 
God's blessing on our nation. Pray specifically for our president 
and for our leaders in Washington. We must do nothing in a spirit 
that would dishonour the cause of Christ. We are His 
ambassadors, whether in our neighbourhoods or in the halls of 
Congpess. 


Let me leave no doubt that President Clinton is not the enemy 
in this struggle. Liberal congressman are not the problem. The 
biased media is not the source. Homosexual activists are not our 
enemies. "Our struggle is not against flesh and blood, but 
against the powers of this dark world and against the spiritual 
forces of evil in the heavenly realms.” 


Sin in all its wretchedness in the sickness that infects humanity. 
And all the political action in the world will not cleanse one 
hideous stain from our beleaguered nation. Only the blood of 
Jesus Christ can do that marvelous work. Nevertheless, we must 
use our influence in the world around us. We are blessed to live 
in a representative form of government, and we are responsible 
to be salt and light within it. These are not contradictory 
concepts. They fully complement one another. 


My good friend Chuck Colson is calling for this dual 
responsibility - national and local - in this time of crisis. He wrote 
in an article in Christianity Today, “What we do must flow from 
who we are. We cannot export something we don't have, Before 
we can bring a holy influence in society, we must first be a holy 
people.” 

But Colson also wrote, "Don't get me wrong. | am not 
suggesting political disengagement. By my theology, Christians 
must contend for biblically informed morality and justice in the 
halls of power." 

That is the balance that keeps our ethics and our activism in 
proper perspective. 

Second, and | say this with the strongest emphasis, | urge you 
to hold tightly to your courage and your moral convictions during 
the stressful days ahead. This is not time to wimp out! 
Discouragement and despair are not of the Father. He has not 
given us a spirit of fear. We are serving the One about whom it 
is written,"...1f God is for us, who can be against us?” 


What is occurring in our country today is the moral equivalent 
to war. We are, as Gary Bauer and | wrote in our book, Children 
at Risk, engaged in a civil war of ideas that will be won or lost 
in the next few years. If the Church does not use its vast 
influence in the public square, the night will be much longer! We 
must not lose our nerve now. 


if Winston Churchill had cowered before Hitler's hegemony in 
1939, the British might well be living under tyranny today. 
Instead of saying, "Never give up! Never! Never! Never give up!" 
what if he had told his countrymen, "Germany defeated France 
in less than 100 days. There is no way we can stand alone 
against the blitzkrieg. Perhaps, there is a less dangerous 
approach to this threat." That is precisely what Neville 
Chamberlain concluded, and his appeasement of "Herr Hitler’ 
nearly ended Britain's long and 
glorious sovereignty. The fear of 
defeat can paralyze good men 
and women in times of crisis. 

One thing is absolutely certain: 
The withering wave of secular 
humanism we are now seeing will 
eventually collapse of its own 
weight. It always does. Why? 
Because it violates the basic laws

of God. A nation cannot be blessed while killing its babies, 
destroying its families, "de-moralizing" its teenagers, and 
promoting perversion. Since we cannot immediately change the 
policies that distress us, our task for the moment is to engage 
actively in this great democratic system and then hold onto our 
convictions and our resolve until the turnaround occurs. That day 
will come - unless we are entering the final events of human 
history. Even in that eventuality, we are commanded "to occupy 
until | come." 


Will we be ridiculed and wounded in the meantime? Yes, no 
Goubt some of us will. The heroes of the faith, described in 
Hebrews 11, suffered and died for their beliefs. We must be 
prepared for sacrifice too. It is the specter of ridicule, however, 
that may motivate some Christian leaders to suggest we remain 
quiet and unobtrusive. Because we are outnumbered, outgunned 
and often humiliated by the press, they say we should give them 
nothing to criticize. 


That is a familiar posture during times of national emergency. 
General Washington fought the Revolutionary War with support 
from only about 15 percent of his countrymen. Lincoln's entire 
Cabinet opposed the Civil War and would have permitted the 
Confederate States to secede. In September 1941, the United 
States Congress buckled in terror at the Nazi threat. 
Unbelievably, when our friends in England and Europe were 
being ravaged, our representatives came within one vote of 
ending the draft, closing numerous army bases and virtually 
emasculating the military, 


Senator Jennings Randolph, then a congressman, cast the 
winning vote in the House that prevented passage of the bill, We 
were, mind you, three months from Pearl Harbor as those 
discussions took place. There have always been those in times 
of national peril who wanted to settle the differences with 
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appeasement. And most of them have expressed the concern 
we're hearing today, "We can't win in that arena." That is 
irrelevant! It is not our duty to win. It is our duty to be faithful! 


Apart from the spiritual dimension of this conflict, there is a 
constitutional matter to be considered. The political system does 
not belong exclusively to those with whom we disagree, and | 
will not yield them a single victory without using what little 
influence | have. | have been granted the right to be heard and 
| will exercise it. If | get mauled, | get mauled. If | am ridiculed, | 
will be ridiculed. if | lose, | will lose. But | will die defending what 
| believe, and | will go down knowing | did the best | could to 
represent righteousness and family integrity. How can | do less? 
What's at stake at this stage in our history is profoundly more 
significant than the whims of politics. Hanging in the balance is 
the essence of the Christian faith - purity, reverence for life, 
family stability, love for God and receptivity to the gospel itself, 
We are the custodians - the stewards - of this precious heritage. 
We can't afford to tremble now! 

What is needed are millions of believers who will remain true 
to their convictions and as God to help them prevail (or 
persevere) against overwhelming odds. Will you join that army 
of committed soldiers? If for no other reason, let's do it for our 
children and grandchildren. If we Jose them, there will be no 
family on which to focus. | sure wish you'd write and let me hear 
your reaction to this appeal. I'll tell you one thing: It comes form 
the depths of my being!

In my case, they did knock. The day went downhill 
from there. 


lt was a typical early summer morning in North 
Queensland. Already hot at 6am and your body feels 
like a toxic waste dump. 


| pulled on a pair of shorts and answered the loud 

hammering on the front door. Gasp! Blue shirts 
everywhere! The front man was a very nervous 
Customs person who confirmed who | was and then told 
me that he had a search warrant to search "these 
premises”. He then read the warrant to me while he 
shook and fidgeted and the sweat ran off him in rivers. 
This gave me time to count the people crowding my 
front yard. Six at first count, and when | went inside to 
get pen and paper, there was a bloke standing at the 
back door. 


The chief Customs slag refused to give me the names 
or numbers of his cohorts. He identified himself and 
said, "They are with me". A manin plain clothes stepped 
forward and politely told me he was a Queensland 
Police detective sergeant and helpfully wrote down his 
name and that of another detective and of the local plod 
in uniform. By now | was sweating too! 


The first big question after the introductions was, "Do 

you have any firearms here?" Yep! The ferrets went to 
work on my shed, car and house. They wet their 
pants when they hit paydirt. They made an 
impressive display of my firearms and other 
equipment, laying them on the bonnet of my car and 
on the lawn. They had no idea of firearm safety; the 
cops had a bit of a grin when | had to check the 
Customs guys’ excitement to show them how to 
check that the guns were unloaded and safe. 


Every serial number was recorded on tape with 
descriptions of the rifles and guns. Every round of 
ammunition was counted and recorded; every clip 
and magazine, every piece of web gear, water 
bottles, pouches, rucksacks, the lot. The house was 
searched, everything was recorded, even my wallet 
and its accumulation of scrap paper was examined 
minutely. The questions were coming thick and fast. 
My kids were scared, my hugely pregnant wife was 
frightened by the sweating blue shirts everywhere. 


The Gestapo took me to a friend's house where | had 
some gear stored. It must have been an illegal search, 
the place not being mentioned on the warrant. Same 
deal here. picking through my tools, recording the title 
of any book of even vaguely military title, questioning 
me about why | had these books, what is this piece of 
3/4" pipe for? This spring? Qn and on!

| was then taken to. the police station where the 


Customs chief made several phone calls while | 
sweated. He must have been telling his boss, 
"Everything is legal, we can't get a thing on him, we'll 
have to let him go!" 

The Gestapo chief took me aside in the police station 
yard and told me, "|'m satisfied that you are a sane and 
rational person, you can go." After several hours of 
interrogation and illegal search | wasn't going to walk! 
| had to demand a lift home. They gave me a lift, only 
after they had taken my American Express card. | had 
to demand a receipt or | wouldn't have got that either. 


You're probably wondering what monstrous crime | 
had committed to deserve this treatment. | was! | had 
ordered some books from the USA using my Amex 
card. The books didn't turn up but the Gestapo did! 


My solicitor gained the release of some of the books 
which hadn't been declared a "prohibited item" by the 
Attorney General's Department. Six months of worry 
later, a Summons to appear in court was delivered by 
two Customs agents. | was charged with importing a 
prohibited item, under the Customs Act of 1911. The 
books were declared "prohibited items" because they 
were "publications which promote, incite, or instruct, in 
matters of crime or violence". 








The bills for legal representation mounted during the 
next few months. | thought it was worth fighting, and 
had a solicitor and a barrister when | eventually went 
to court. | was bewildered and indignant. A few weeks 
before the day in court, | bought the three volumes of 
the “Improvised Munitions Handbook", commonly 
called "The Black Books". | bought them at the 
Brisbane Gun Show. 
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Of course it didn't have any bearing on my 

case that | could buy books similar to those 
I'd imported, in Australia. | was also naive 
to think that because the books were not 
“prohibited items" until Customs sent them 
to the Attorney General, that I'd be okay. 


My day in court was a long one. The 
Gestapo Customs Chief shivered, shook 
and sweated in rivers again. The Crown 
prosecutor couldn't have won a high school 
debate. 


The judge decided that | was guilty and that 

seven of the nine books were in fact 
“prohibited items" because they did 
"promote, incite, or instruct in matters of 
crime or violence”. 


| was discharged without conviction. 
YAHOO! BUT, | had to pay $1,000 to the 
prosecution and be of good behaviour for 
twelve months. What a farce! 


It was one year from the Gestapo raid to my court 
appearance. A year of worry, and another year of worry 
during the “good behaviour" time, wondering if the 
Gestapo would be back. | paid $3,000 in legal fees and

Some very stark relevant points are apparent in this 
incident which parody the whole problem in Australia.

IS THE AUSTRALIAN ARNY RIFLE 
NOTHING BUT ABIG LENOK 


We asked A.J. Foot, our Army correspondent from 
the North, to assess the assault rifle now issued fo 
our troops. Here's what he thought of it... 


I'd always felt confident with my SLR, it was made in 1958, 
the same as me! | won a few trophies and often won a few 
dollars at the range. 


| have just been issued with my new F88 Steyr rifle. | am 
finding it hard to be positive about it. | didn’t score very well 
at the first range shoot, so that may have something to do 
with my not feeling happy with it. 


I've not been bush with it yet, so time will tell. Here is a list 
of things | have reservations about: 


1. Alloy receiver is loose/sloppy in the plastic stock 
assembly. 

2. Front handgrip is the same - both of these will get worse. 
3. Front left hand side edge of alloy receiver gets damaged 
each time the barre! is put back into place. The barre} is 
removed every time you unload, check the weapon 
condition, or at the beginning and end of any weapon lesson, 
practice or range shoot. 


4. There is no real trigger guard, it's more of a hand guard. 
Small hands have trouble keeping their trigger finger off the 
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scraped with or by anything other than an NCO!! The gas 
plug is a bitch to clean. There are only two gas settings - 
“Normal” and “Adverse”. 


8. Firing with one eye closed and the other glued to the 
scope has caused a few accidents - blokes running in front 
of someone who is shooting. The Army stresses shooting 
with both eyes open, strongly. 


9. They also stress the fact that if you bump the bottom of 
the magazine when loading to ensure it's fully home, you 
can dislodge the top couple of rounds and have a stoppage. 
The basic prone position has the base of the magazine 
resting on the ground. 


10. Cleaning is a bad joke. No solvent as usual, that will 
never change. No cleaning rod, just a crap pull through. A 
plastic loop screws on the end of it. If a patch gets stuck 
or becomes a bit tight, stiff bikkies! You must pull it right 
through. With the trusty SLR, a digger could pull it back out 
if he made his bit of "fourbee" too big. Specially cut patches 
are issued now, 35mm x 35mm. 


11. The scope reticle is garbage; have a look at one if you 
get the chance. Itis very easy to get a bloody forehead even 
though you have the correct eye relief. 


12. The barrel sleeve in the front of the receiver comes 





trigger. Tired soldiers with even medium-sized hands find 
the guard allows the trigger finger to slip onto the trigger. 


5. It has the worst trigger pull of any rifle | have ever fired. 
My daughter has toy guns with better triggers. Both sears 
are PLASTIC! The hammer is PLASTIC! 


6. It is nice and short, but almost too short. Lack of muzzle 
consciousness is a problem. Also dumb diggers find it easy 
to forget that there is a magazine on their rifle because it is 
almost under their armpit. 

7. The gas piston has piston rings on it! Same as a car, three 
of them. The piston ring gaps line themselves up and bingo, 
a stoppage. The alloy piston cruds up badly, it must not be 


loose and must be "Locktited" in place! ADI in Lithgow sent 
100 Steyr rifles to our Support Company and 30 went 
straight back with this and other problems. Our overworked 
armourer is constantly checking and finding the same thing 
happening in the other rifles as they were used. The bolt 
does not have a serial number on it. Would it not be a 
problem, headspace-wise, if bolts got mixed up? I'll have 
to check. 


They used to say, “Happiness is a head shot at 500 
metres". You'd be lucky to get a "near miss" at 500m these

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BOOK REVIEW 


The Hidden Power of 
Freemasonry, by Lt. Col G. 
"Jack" Mohr Rt 


The author of this book 
sounds more interesting than 
the book, although | must 
admit as an avid reader of 
history | couldn't take my eyes 
off it, and read it all without 
even a cup of tea. First the 
author. He joined the US army 
early in World War Il as a real 
soldier (not an officer), but 
ability propelled him into the officer department. While 
serving as an advisor with the pre-war Korean army he was 
captured during a communist uprising. He was beaten up, 
tried, sentenced to death, beaten up, taken out to be shot, 
beaten up, and escaped, due to one of the guards - a 
sergeant who was a friend. 


Making his way back to friendly forces he was on the 38th 
parallel when the war began on the 25th of June 1950. He 
was the first American wounded and the first to be 
decorated; he received the Silver Star for action during the 
opening hours of the fighting. He became one of the most 
highly decorated soldiers of that conflict. He retired in 1964 
as a lieutenant colonel, and is now a well-known 
fundamental Baptist, He is noted for his outspoken stand 
against liberalism and compromise. | can vouch for that as 
| heard a tape of his once, he was a very powerful and 
emotional speaker. He believes that Gad saved him from 
the firing squad to do His work and he sure puts a lot of effort 
into it. He rips into communism and does not pull any 
punches. It is a real pleasure to listen to his views on 
communism, (although my personal view is that they are 
being used in just the same way that homosexuals are 
being used to spread AIDS - communists are expendable 
too, and have a lot to answer for). If you ever see one of 
this man's tapes give it a listen for no other reason then that 
it's fun to listen to the commies getting a good verbal 
bashing. 

Now to the book. 192 pages, with the secrets of the 
freemasons laid open on every page. It is very well 
researched and | crossed-referred most of the symbols and 
passwords with a mason, He had to agree that they are in 
use but still was very guarded with information. All were 
correct. It lists an extensive reference of books used for the 
thousands of quotes and has several letters and articles 
from ex-freemasons. The first one on page 5is no less then 
Reverend Harmond R. Taylor, ex-grand chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of 
New York 1984. 


Jack has chapters on the penal features of masonry, what 
does the masonic covenant assume, the ethics of 
freemasonry, Jewish and masonic control of the media, 
important points of connection between Zionism and 
freemasonry, the talmudic and masonic zoo. From the 
horses mouth, a former high-ranking mason fooks at 
masonic symbolism, and drops hundreds of names that | 
thought wouldn't have been masons in a fit; Winston 





Churchill, Franklin Roosevelt, but if | tell you too many you 
won't bother to buy the book. 


The Encyclopedia Grittanica has quite a good article in 
Book 4 page 966. We'll look it up before the 
Commonwealth Censor bans it. If you don't have one, here 
is a quick run down on freemasonry; the teachings and 
practices of the secret fraternal order of free and accepted 
masons, the largest worldwide secret society. Evolved 
from the guilds of stonemasons and cathedral builders 
which particularly in the 17th and 18th centuries adopted 
the rites and trappings of ancient religious orders and of 
chivalric brotherhoods, it has encountered considerable 
opposition from organized religion, especially from the 
Roman Catholics. /t is banned in the USSR, Hungary, 
Poland, Spain, Portugal, China, Indonesia, Egypt and 
other countries. 


Through often mistaken for such, freemasonry is not a 
Christian institution. Freemasonry contains many of the 
elements of a religion; its teachings enjoin morality, charity 
and obedience to the law of the land, and they must believe 
in the existence of a supreme being and in the immortality 
of the soul. 


What do | think? Well | don't know. The all-seeing eye is 
there, it does look like that Adam Weishaupt was there in 
the French masons, and the French masons were the 
forerunners to the Scottish rite, even though Adam was 
probably just using them anyway. In their symbolism it 
looks very black magical, and | have been aware of a large 
Jewish membership. Jack connects the relationship of the 
Jewish Talmud and Kabalah, but | cannot condemn it for 
that. Even if all masons were Jews, and two dozen Jews 
ruled the world, we couldn't condemn the rest since they 
would be in just as poor a situation as ourselves. 


Bad guys do not have any allegiance to any creed, they 
just use churches, groups and parties for there own ends. 
The people in organised religions | think should be 
concerned if masons are holding any position of power in 
a church executive, as nobody can serve two masters, and 
those loyalty oaths of the masons would tend to sway a 
person's sense of judgement. | wouldn't join myself; 
besides, they wouldn't have me, as the only beans | 
acknowledge are the ones inside a Heinz tin. Lots of 
powertul people have been masons, but | cannot find any 
evidence of organised skullduggery in an Australian 
context as yet, but as the continual skeptic | will be looking. 

| think Jack’s conclusion helps: "| realize | have stuck my 
neck Out by writing this book, | did not do it because of 
ulterior purposes, | have no bone to pick with masons". He 
basically wants to make them consider his own religion and 
does not bag the masons for any fairy stories, and by the 
sound of Jack if he has made a mistake in the research 
or opinion of his book he would have broad enough 
shoulders to accept and offer an apology.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Freemasonry, Friend or Foe 
- by D.A. Prout, 1985, S5pp. 


The aim of this booklet is to 
address the issue of whether 
itis right or not for a Christian 
to be involved in the Masonic 
Lodge. Thus the title, 
FREEMASONRY, FRIEND 
OR FOE. Is it something for 
Christians to belong to? The 
word "Christian" is such a 
general term these days, 
covering anyone from Billy 
Graham and Mother 
Theresa to guerrillas in 
Beirut and Belfast. 


From my limited knowledge of the author, Mr Prout, | 
believe his definition of a Christian would be something as 
follows: A Christian is a person who has come to place 
their trust in the resurrected Christ as their saviour and 
lord. He or she has realised his/her need for God's 
forgiveness and that forgiveness is only possible through 
the substitutionary death of Jesus Christ some 2,000 years 
ago on a cross outside Jerusalem. The author also holds 
to the view that the Bible is the inspired Word of God. 


So when he asks the question whether a Christian should 
be involved in the Lodge he is not speaking of someone 
who simply believes there is a God, but of someone who 
has a personal knowledge of him. Mr Prout has got his 
information about the Masonic Lodge from books, 
commentaries and speeches written or given primarily by 
masons (16 different sources). There is also some 
material quoted from literature written by ex-masons. 


The issues raised in the booklet include the following: 


1. The history of the movement dating back to the 18th 
century English Stonemasons. They would travel from city 
to city using signs and grips as a token of identification. 


2. The disagreements between Masonic teaching and the 
teaching of the Bible. The Masonic teaching about the way 
of salvation is "via deeds of service and purity of life and 
action". This is totally opposite to the Bible which teaches 
that man’s life can never reach God's perfect standard. 
Salvation can only come through the death of Jesus Christ. 


3. Freemasonry and Jesus Christ. To quote one mason, 
"Prayer to the great architect (ie God) according to well 
established Masonic usage does not... end with the name 
of Jesus." (p.23). Freemasonry claims that a guy by the 
name of Hiram Abiff died and was resurrected at the time 
of Solomon, king of Israel. The Bible knows no such 
person. Yet it is claimed he is Christ (p.25). This, Mr Prout 
feels, makes Freemasonry incompatible with true 
Christianity. One Masonic writer, Wilmhurst, puts the Lord 
Jesus Christ upon the same level as Krishna or Maittreya. 
"For the Christian such a comparison is blasphemy". 
(p.25). 

Another point of distinction between masonry and Christ 





is that of secrecy, Jesus’ life and teaching was by no 
means a secret thing as the following verses verity. 
"Jesus answered him and said, "| spoke openly to the 
world ... in secret | have said nothing.” John 18:20. "What 
| tell you in darkness speak that in the light and what you 
hear in the ear preach that on the housetops.” Matthew 
10:26-27. The masons are sworn to secrecy about things 
that are supposed to lead people to fellowship with God. 
Prout asks the obvious question, "If Freemasonry claims 
to possess the knowledge which will save all mankind, it 
is immoral for it to keep that knowledge to itself.” {p.26). 


4, The secret Masonic name for God. This name is Jah- 
Bul-On. The "J" represents the Hebrew God, the "B" was 
originally a Babylonian name and the "O" is interpreted 
by Masonic writers to be the Egyptian Orisis. "... one thing 
is abundantly clear. The god of masonry is not the God 
of the Christian.” (p.28). Another mason writing under the 
pseudonym of "Vindex" writes, "If a Christian and a Hindu 
meet together in a lodge .., the Christian must 
acknowledge that the Hindu's God is ultimately the same 
as his own." (p.29), 


5. The issue of oaths. Prout contends that: 


(a) the Masonic kinds of oaths are condemned in scripture 
(Matthew 5:33-37). 


(b) Masonic oaths are a compliance to murder, and 
(c) Masonic oaths countenance immorality. (pp. 36-38) 


Mr Prout deals with several other issues where 
Christianity and Freemasonry conflict irreconcilably and 
concludes with quotes from Christian leaders throughout 
the last few centuries condemning it. He also makes 
helpful suggestions as to what a Christian ought to do if 
he is presently involved in the Lodge. Simply stated he 
suggests: Confess - renounce - quit. 


CONCLUSION . 
lt is quite clear from this booklet that the teachings of 
historical Christianity and those of Freemasonry are not 
just different but in some parts contradictory and 
incompatible. It is by no means an organisation that true 
Christians should belong to. - Tom the Baptist

day, seven days a week; receiving very meagre 
rations and living in dormitory style 
accommodation within the town. In the few hours 
of free time, we Dutchmen had the relative 
freedom of the town. Walking anywhere as long as 
we carried our identification with us. | had made 
friends with a German war widow who had the 
good fortune to work at the railway station 
restaurant, and | was able to supplement my 
rations with food from her establishment. It wasn't 
great fare, but it sure beat starving. 


| believe that it was in the Spring or Autumn of 
1944 that the event that | have been asked to 
relate occurred. One evening, at about 7:30pm | 
raced from our factory to the restaurant, to ensure 
| was able to have a meal and still return to the 
dormitory before curfew. After a filling meal | left 
the restaurant in pitch darkness. None of the street 
lights in the town were allowed to be lit at night in 
case Allied bombers flew over on their regular 
raids. Lights in houses were allowed but only if 
thick drapes were pulled shutting the streets off 
from all light, bar that provided by the moon and

| was about to return to the barracks when | heard 
a train move into the station.

| walked over to the nearest window and called 
to the woman occupant that had recently opened 
the window.

Even though I'd heard them talking | couldn't 
believe that it was possible that my own 
countrymen could be within the train. "Yes", she 
said. "We're all Dutch in this carriage". “And the 
rest?" | questioned, pointing to the other carriages 
stretched out before and behind us. "Germans and 
Belgians and more. | don't know where from", she 
replied. "Where are you going?" | continued, more 
and more confused. "To Switzerland," she 
answered, "We're all going to Switzerland.” "Hey 
lady", | called, “help me get on the train with you 
please. I'd like to go to Switzerland as well. I've 
been working here for two odd years and want to 
get away as soon as | can." Her reply was simply, 
"No. You can't." | asked her why, and as the train 
began to move out of the station towards 
Constance and the border to Switzerland she 
replied: "Because you are not a Jew. Only Jews 
are on this train." The memory of this event has 
stayed with me for over 50 years now, always 
causing me to wonder atthe reality.

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Editor's Answer to Loyalty to U.N., by 
Stanley W. Johnston.

JL | would think the Trilateral Commission (which 
Gareth Evans addressed in Tokyo not all that long ago), 
the Bilderbergers, The Council on Foreign Relations 
and the Socialist International - with which the A.L.P. is 
affiliated. The front-runners implementing the policies of 
these groups are the World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund and GATT. 

DO YOU ACKNOWLEDGE THAT OUR PRESENT POLITICAL 
PARTIES ARE WRECKING AUSTRALIA ON PURPOSE OR 
DO YOU THINK THAT THEY ARE JUST MISMANAGING? IF 
WRECKING ON PURPOSE, WHO OR WHAT IS GOING TO 
BE THE ULTIMATE BENEFACTOR OR THE PRESENT 
POLITICAL PARTIES' PLANNING? 

JL Parliament has become almost irrelevant to 
Australia's decision-making process. Policy is now 
decided by the permanent Executive, sheltering behind 
Cabinet Ministers who are not influenced by their parties 
when they gain ministerial rank. The Executive is 
increasingly the instrument of international policy- 
making. The majority of back-benchers only dimly 
understand what is going on, and are kept so busy with 
the avalanche of legislation and the head-counting 
necessary for future elections that they never see the 
wood for the trees. Even thase who grasp some of what 
is happening are silenced by party discipline. 

WHAT DO YOU SEE AS THE BEST COURSE OF ACTION TO 
STOP THE OTHER SIDE FROM WINNING? 


JL | do nor see alternative parties or independents as 





doing anything more than demoralising themselves and 
the general public even further than now. There may be 
the odd exception to this in extraordinary circumstances. 
A new party chooses to play the established power- 
structure at its own game. With inadequate finance and 
a potentially hostile media, such a course is a tragic mis- 
use of available potential. What is required is anon-party 
"Conditional Voting" campaign, where between five and 
ten percent of the electorate combine to “auction” their 
votes in return for a number of demonstrated 
concessions. 

DO YOU FEEL THAT FREEDOM POTENTIALS IS 
ACHIEVING THIS ACTION? 

JL Freedom Potentials is not an action movement, and 
has no members. It is a training seminar, pure and 
simple The thirty hours of professionally-designed 
material is, | believe, unique in the Western world, and 
offers essential concepts to those demoralised by the 
current situation.

Each pack contains three meals and snacks - high 
calorie, high protein, easy to prepare - just add hot water. 
Only 432 grams to carry yet when water is added, 1638 
grams - over 6792 calories - of food can be consumed 
as well as tea and coffee. Other 24 hr packs weigh 1550 
grams, only yield 762 grams of food and the tins have 
to be discarded. A large percentage of the food is ready 
to eat; beef jerky, high protein biscuits, muesli bar, nuts, 
dried fruit, cereal biscuits and sweets. The pack includes 
a tinfoil container for emergency cooking. Everything is 
packed in heavy duty plastic. There's two menu 
variations - beef or chicken.

For best results with cereal biscuits make porridge with 
them. Pour on hot water and crush them up. Add dairy 
whitener and sugar if additional sweetness is required, 
and eat while hot. You can also eat them as they are. 


lf you have no cooking utensils and you wish to use the 

tin foil container, boil water in the foil container or it will 
disintegrate on an open fire without water in it. You can 
add tea. If another container is needed to cook food, use 
one from another pack and save them both for the 
following day as they are re useable. Use with biscuits 
and soup or meat, rice and vegetables. With the latter, 
let it stand for 10 minutes and stir occasionally. As a 
rough rule of thumb use two cups of water to the rice mix. 
One sachet of soup needs 200 mis of water. If short of 
water put both sachets in 200 ml of water. 


For best results with dried beef jerky, cut up finely, nearly 
to dust and mix in with soup. 100 grams of beef with the 
water removed to a dried condition leaves you with 25 
grams to carry. If you have no time to add hot water to 
beef just cut small pieces off and re-hydrate in the 
mouth. It's very tasty. It also can be added to dried 
. potato. 

To make the dried potato, boil 100 
mls of water and add powder. Stir 
well as the powder seems to repel

On exercises the 
sometimes the breech block had to be kept in the side 
pack (saves accidental discharges) so the best thing to 
put it in was a condom; just tie a knot in it and it would 
keep the dirt out and coat it with nice clean oil, stopping 
it going rusty. 

When we taped two magazines together to stop mud and 
dirt getting into the bottom exposed magazine opening 
we would slide a frenchie over the top and that would 
keep the mud out. In fact for grubs like us living in a wet 
muddy hole in the ground condoms had a thousand and 
one applications. Well enough of the nostalgia if you are 
lucky enough to be confronted with or own an L1A1 this 
is what you do to disassemble it for cleaning. 
1. Remove magazine and cock rifle by pulling bac 


operating handle. (Fig. 1 & 2).

2. Release bolt by depressing bolt holding catch located 
at left rear of magazine port. Depress catch on left side 
of butt frame beneath the rear sight (Fig. 3); the rifle can

then be broken apart like a shotgun. 
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
